How to make The Times offices ami 
workrooms what 
we termed 
“loaf- 
proof” was one of the questions that 
caused many 
hours of thought 
for 
architect and builder. 
This was fi­ 
nally arranged by having but one en­ 
trance to the shop, one to the busi­ 
ness offices and no street entrance to 
the editorial and news room. 
By 
loaf-proof 
we 
mean 
proof 
against the cluss of citizens who have 
nothing better to do than spend 
an 
hour or so in a busy newspaper office 
making idle conversation with those 
employed there 
at |>ost war wages. 
The man who actually has business 
at a newspaper office does not 
have 
any more time to waste than those 
engaged in the production of the pa­ 
lier and it is not necessary to take any 
measure of protection against custo­ 
mers. 
Any one on a business mission, re­ 
gardless of its nature, will always be 
made as welcome as business courtesy 
permits. 
It is the soft-job chap who 
drops around to spend a while with 
his friends who have to work to make 
their living that it is necessary 
to 
guard against. 
When 
he finds he 
cannot slip iii the buck way but has 
to come in to the business office and 
indicate what he wants he will not 
be so liable to say he would “like to 
loaf a few minutes in the news room 
or shop.” 
The Times does not mean by this to 
bar everyone from its news rooms or 
work rooms. 
Heady access will al­ 
ways be given to those with u legiti­ 
mate purjiose. 
The precautions were 
taken to necessitate a statement of 
this purpose and consequently bar the 
confirmed loafer. 
The one entrance to the simp is 


the freight entrance to the rear of 
the building. 
This is equipped with 
a heavy screen door to secure venti­ 
lation in warm weather, and secured 
with a padlock. 
Employes enter the 
shop through a side hall door that 
is locked from the outside and closes 
with a door check. 
They arc at lib­ 
erty to go out whenever the occasion 
requires but they will have to be ad­ 
mitted with 
their own keys. 
En­ 
trance to the editorial and news room 
is also gamed through this side hall 
door, or through the business office. 
The one street door to the business 
office is on Carlisle street. 
From it 
customers enter 
into a tiled 
lobby 
equipped with a wall desk on which 
there is a supply of writing material. 
A counter faces 
this lobby 
where 
they will be met by a clerk with in­ 
structions to exercise every possible 
courtesy.

EDITORIAL OFFICE 


Three apartments comprise the en­ 


tire second floor of The Times Build­ 
ing:. 
They differ from other apart­ 
ments for lease in this vicinity in 
various respects. 
Two of them are 
small housekeeping apartments 
con­ 
sisting of four rooms and bath while 
the third is a bachelor apartment of 
two rooms and bath. 
Except for the kitchenettes in tho 
housekeeping apartments all of the 
rooms are approximately twelve by 
fifteen feet in dimensions and all have 
nine foot ceilings. 
Each apartment 
has its private telephone, the 
Brutn- 
mel system of vapor 
heat 
extends 
from the central plant and hot water 
is furnished to each one from the cen­ 
tral hot water plant 
in The Times 
basement. 
Evefi the bachelor apart­ 
ment has its own private hallway. 
Kitchenettes 
in the 
housekeeping 
apartments are 
equipped 
with 
the 
latest model 
gas 
ranges, including 
baking and warming 
ovens. 
They 
have built-in kitchen 
cabinets 
and 
are also equipped with auxiliary hot 
water heaters for use in case there 
should at any time be a lack of hot 
water from 
the 
central plant, 
al­ 
though there is no reason why this 
should occur. 
All hallway* 
and rooms 
contain 
both ceiling and bracket electric light 
fixtures and cath room has a base­ 
board electric plug for the attach­ 
ment of lamps, vacuum cleaners or 
other electrical appliances that

tenant may desire to use. 
A spank­ 
ing tube extends from the hallway of 
each apartment to the vestibule of 
the front entrance 
and an

door lock release is operated from a 
nearby push button. 
All bathrooms are tiled, and wain­

The floors 
of the public hallway and the kitchen­

the main entrance 
contains a wide landing and is easy 
of ascent.
